THE FIGHT TOR THE VOTE . 

An Interacting Account off" a Suffra¬ 
gist Meeting From the 8tandAc^" 
point of a Militant f 
- The following Is an aecountl of a 
suffragist meeting 'held in 1 -Oudon 
written by an ardent suffragist-n-om 
the point of view of the militants. 
The writer is a highly educated young 
lady still in her twenties. She is a 
Doctor of Laws, and very wealthy in 
her own right. Visiting Canada this 
past summer she made the complaint 
that tho reports of the doings of the 
militant suffragists were not correctly 
reported In the English press and fur¬ 
ther that the reports sent to Canada 
did not givo a true picture of the sit¬ 
uation th England. She volunteered, 
the following account of the meeting 
with, which the militants’ fall cam¬ 
paign was re-opencd lu England. It 
is given as presenting the militant 
suffragist view: 

Yesterday, the 6 th of October, saw 
the re-opening of tho meetings of the 
Women’s Social and Political Union. 
The debate was to take place at 3,16 
But long before that hour the hall was 
packed with men and women. Every 
womail was closely scrutinized by tho 
police as she entered, for t was ex¬ 
pected that Miss Annie Kenny, ore of 
the suffragist leaders, a prisoner un¬ 
der the infamous ‘Cat aud Mouse’ Act, 
would be there. 

Punctually at 3.16 Mrs. Dacre Eox 
aud Mrs. ‘General’ Drummond came 
upon the stage, receiving wild cheers 
from the vast audience. A wonderful 
ovation greeted the elusive MIhs Ken¬ 
ny as she came forward from behind 
a banner. 

She is a tiny, slender slip of a crea¬ 
ture, aud no,ono looking at the child¬ 
ish figure could believe, if they did not 
know, that she Is a magnificent fighter 
for the freedom of women and that 
she has done five or six hunger strikes. 

Mrs. Dacre Fox, as chairman, spoke 
a few words Then Mrs. ’General’ 
Drummond addroosed the meetiug. It 
waa her first meeting for many 
months, as she has been in a nursing 
home undergoing two serious opera¬ 
tions. Standing with tho aid of a 
stick, she told us how the Governfhent 
might break the bodies o£ the women, 
but it could not break their spirit in 
their fight for political Justice. That, 
no matter what the so-called law of 
England intendod doing with her after 
Wednesday (slit is to stand for her 
trial on that day on a trumped-up 
charge of conspiracy) she knew that 
her spirit would be with the women in 
In their fight., and that as fast as 
prisp;. doors closed upon one batch of 
women, another batch would be ready 
to follow suit. 

It w-c a short speech for Mrs. 
Drummond, but she was a .sick woman 
and made way for Miss Kenny. The 
latter, glancing amusedly towards the 
wings, remarked’! I have Just-heard 
that there are detectives all round u 
here, so I am starting- 

That was as far as she got. At 
that moment from all corners of the 
stage rushed on plain clothes and uni¬ 
formed policemen. Chairs were over¬ 
turned and the stage seemed full of 
men. They made an ugly rusli at Miss 
Kenny, wiio shrank to the side of the 
stage by the boxc s, her comrades 
bravely striving to shelter her from 
their furious attack. Amid the shriek 
of the women and the groans and hiss¬ 
es of tho men the little hunted creat¬ 
ure was captured by’two burly, beefy 
plair clotheo officers. Women, who 
seemed to spring from nowhere 
sprang upon the ;,oi!ce, ondevorlng to 
defraud them of their prey. Cries of 
’Shame!’ ‘Cossucks!’ ’Beasts!' etc., 
rang throughout the building, men and 
woju.n were fighting desperately in 
full sight of a huge audience. The 
whole thing took place within a few 
’Bccomls. The sight of that fragile 
little woman at the mercy of those 
men piled me with horror. The day 
is not. tar distant when Englishmen 
will blush witli shame at the treat¬ 
ment they meted out to the women 
who fought fr.r enfranchisement. 

Mrs. Dacre. Fox, again taking the 
chair bogged the audience to be re¬ 
seated. And it says much for the 
so-called 'hysterical' sex that they 
kepr their Beats till t!:i cud of the 
me. .lag. 

; Miss Naylor made a beautiful 
speech drawing a pathetic picture of 
Miss Kenny’s early life. Ilow 'she 
had at ter years of age had to work 
for lie. living in the cotton mills at 
Colne Valley. Aud of the horrible 
sights she herself witnessed in the 
Lock Hospital,' little girls, one a child 
of two years old, victims of criminal 
assault. As she rightly Bays, goodj 
men raunot credit that such things! 
can be. But the women of this move - 1 
meat know that such things arc tak¬ 
ing place in England every day. and 
they know that such things will con¬ 
tinue till women have the Parliament- 
ary vote and so liavo a voice lu the 
making of the 1 uwa 1 _._YVhllo magis 
trates sentence a poor wretched man 
to two years’ hard labor for a paltry 
theft of 2 s. 4d„ men w-hc outrage lit¬ 
tle children arc lined or given short 
sentences. Is it any wonder that 
every decent woman is fighting for 
belter conditions, and a hand In the 
making of the hrws? As Miss Naylor 
held our attention, with her simple 
eloquence, telegrams and messages 
were arriving for Mrs. Dacre Fox. 
And at the end of Miss Naylor’s ad¬ 
dress she read them out. Ono tcle- 
gran> or message said that Miss Ken¬ 
ny's dress had beet torn right down 
the front, one sleeve had been torn 
out, and she hnd arrived at Hollo¬ 
way I’llson practically naked. 

. It look live huge policemen (o ar¬ 
rest one tiny woman. Thin:, what, her 
little body mast have suffered at their 
! ands! 

She is certain to Imager strike 
again. Is it possible for her to live 
through this diabolical torture of the 
Government? 1 honestly doubt It. If 
she dies tho Government are to blame 
and Mr. McKenna and Co. will hava 
to answer for it to the men and women 
who are fighting for Justice. They are 
prepared to go to any lengths to get 
citizen rights for women. 80 long 
as women are denied political recogni¬

Mr. Duunlng—I understand that this 
Is correct. That It is the Intention 
of the Dominion grain commission to 
put such regulations into effect in De¬ 
cember.

In this connection I believe that tho 
first man to. get his fingers on surplus 
profit, if any exists, would be the mix¬ 
er. and the farrnei depends for his 
share of it If it exists upc.n competi¬ 
tion between mixerc on the sample 
market.

It is a compara¬ 
tively small affair, drum-shaped and 
of simple mechanism. After leaving 
the “iron chink" the fish are cut, 
mostly by machinery. Into sizes for 
the different shaped tins, and then 
packed by hand into these. The 
tops of the tins are then soldered 
on, the tins boiled, pierced, sealed 
again, and thoroughly cooked, and 
after being allowed to cool and again 
being tested for leaks, are lacquered 
and ready for shipment, most buyers 
labelling tbe salmon with tbelr own 
brand.

Under the'act all 
brands allotted before 1905 will ex¬ 
pire next year, those allotted 1905- 
7 will expire on December 31st, 
1915; 1908-10 brands will expire at 
the end of 1916, and those allotted 
in the year 1911-13 expire at the 
end of 1917. 

The act provides for the ap¬ 
pointment of a recorder of brands, 
and of a brand commission, to con 
_sist of three stock owners.* Per¬ 
sons removing stock twenty miles 
in the province, or to points out 
side the province are required to 
provide themselves with a brand 
recorder’s certificate, or a bill of 
sale, giving a description of the 
stock to-show that such stock are 
properly in their possession, and 
any person is given the right to 
inspect travelling stock and to 
compare brands on the stock with 
the brand certificates or bills of 
sale.

The class-rooms provided in 
the School of Agriculture will only 
accommodate 40 girls, consequently 
they will have to be accepted Itl 
the order in which they apply. A 
circular is being prepared which 
will be distributed next week,, giv¬ 
ing more particulars with regard 
to this course. 

The undersigned would be pleas¬ 
ed to receive requests for applica- 1 
tion blanks for all young ladies who 
hope to attend the course. The 
course is entirely free, as it is pat 
on by the Provincial Government, 
and there are no educational re¬ 
quirements for entrance. The only 
rule is that girls who take the j 
course should be over 16 years of 
age.

SYNOPSIS or CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS 

T HE sole bead of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan or AlberU. The applicant must 
ivppear in person at tha Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Landa (not sub-agent), on certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upofi 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may liTe 
within nine milee of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 seres, on cerUin con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house ie required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing mar pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi¬ 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re¬ 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
nO acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in 
qase of rough, scrubby or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price, 
83 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
SO acres and erect a house worth $300.
